Good Day in fhe Assembly 


The Fox Cities area 
had a 
most 


successful day in the assembly chambers of 
the state legislature Tuesday. 


Legislation authorizing cities, towns, 


villages and counties to act together to 
institute certain regional projects passed 
the assembly on a \oice vote. The bill 
uould permit such regional semce groups 
to condemn lands and issue bonds for 
projects such as highways, parks, etc. 


The legislation was prepared initially 


by the Fox Valley Regional Planning 
Commission. After considerable study and 
revision, 
it 
was 
introduced 
by 
the 


legislative council. It met initial opposition 
in the legislature from private utilities 
who feared it might authorize regional 
public utility projects, but 
after 
such 


projects were excluded by amendment it 
found wide support. 


Ours was the first regional planning 


commission formed in the state and as a 
result this area is far ahead of all others in 
regional planning activities. In fact the 
Fox Valley Commission is now entering 
the implementation stage of its endeav- 
ors, and this legislation is essential to fur- 
ther progress. 


The assembly vote was therefore most 


encouraging and indications are the bill 
will also find favor with the senate. 


Another piece of legislation drafted by 


the City of Appleton and pushed by Mayor 
Mitchell and the League of Municipalities 


also passed the assembly Tuesday. It would 
modify a Public Service Commission rule 
on extension of municipal services to non- 
resident customers. 


At present the PSC holds that once a 


city "holds itself out" for service to any 
applicant beyond its borders, it must then 
serve all other applicants outside the city. 


Appleton got into considerable difficul- 


ty over the rule. In order to cooperate in 
the 
establishment 
of the 
Fox Valley 


Extension Center in the Town of Menasha, 
Appleton agreed to furnish the center with 
water service. Last year a new church in 
the town asked for city water service, and 
the PSC ruled that the city had to furnish 
it. Appleton has appealed the order to the 
courts, but in the meantime went to the 
legislature 
seeking modification of this 


rule. 


The necessary bill passed the assembly 


by a 66 to 30 vote margin, again presaging 
success in the senate. 


Withholding of municipal services from 


customers beyond the city limits is about 
the only effective tool cities have in 
Wisconsin to persuade adjoining areas to 
annex or consolidate. Taking this right 
away from cities by administrative order 
of a regulatory body is most improper. 
Here is a perfect example of the need for 
the legislature 
to assert 
its exclusive 


jurisdiction in the policy-making field and 
set the Public Service Commission straight. 


The Federal School Aid Law 


The aim of the new federal school aid 


law. aside from the political benefits 
presumably accruing to the Democratic 
party and President Johnson, is to assist 
the 
thousands 
of 
so-called 
culturally 


deprived school children who come from 
poor homes and who live in districts 
which, for lack of funds, operate schools 
generally not up to essential standards. 


There have been two major objections, 


mostly from Republicans. The first was the 
usual charge of increased federal control 
of our elementary and secondary schools. 
The second was that the federal funds 
were not really needed and that local 
school districts and individual states were 
meeting the needs. Both charges were 
snowed under by the Democratic majority 
and with very little time for debate. Both 
must now await implementation of the law 
to determine whether they are valid. But 
there are some 
points which can be 


discussed even before school districts and 
states take action. 


Of course there will be 
increased 


federal control. Federal funds could hardly 
be justified otherwise and local districts 
and" states could use the funds merely to 
reduce their own tax rates rather than to 
increase the quality of their offerings. 


However, the law is loosely worded so 


as to enable individual districts and states 
to 
work 
out 
programs to 
fit 
their 


individual needs. Thus, each district will 
submit its proposals for programs to the 
state's department in charge of education 
and the state has the authority to approve 
or reject it. However, the state must then 
assure the United States Commissioner of 
Education that 
the program 
approved 


includes assurances that the money will be 
used for projects for deprived children, 
opportunity will be offered for similar 
children in private schools and that a 
public 
agency 
will 
hold 
title 
and 


administer the program. The district then 
must report to the state and the state to 
the federal government as to how the 
program is working Since the law's aim is 
to help the poor children in poor districts, 
from both public and private schools, the 
regulations can hardly be opposed by 
critics of the law. 


A formula has been worked out for two 


mam purposes: to be sure that the money 
goes to districts with a large number of 
poor children and poor families, and in 
accordance 
with 
the 
state's 
general 


expenditures for schools For each child 
from a family earning less than S2000 per 
year or from a family on relief, the district 
will receive one-half of the state's average 
per-pupil cost. States that spend 
more 


obviously will get more. However, it would 
not appear that this is necessarily unfair. 
Costs differ in different states and raising 
the standards in districts with a lot of 
poverty stricken families to the level of 
the state generally is a sound aim. There is 
of course a difference in the amount of 
poverty—a farm family in the south with 
an income of S1800 and two children is 
quite 
different 
from 
one 
in 
a 
city 


tenement with ten children—but obviously 
each family cannot be individually assayed 
as to the degree of its poverty. 


Opponents of the law argue that local 


districts have been meeting their heavier 
responsibilities due to the demands of 
more 
children 
and 
more 
educational 


programs and many of them have. But the 
burden has been heavy. Transferring it to 
the federal government does not cut the 
tax rate but it could serve to make it more 
equal. The pattern of poverty, culturally 
deprived youngsters, failing grades, drop- 
outs and poverty once again has been well 
established however much we like to recall 
Horatio Alger or from-log-cabin-to-White- 
House. Furthermore, the problems which 
youngsters from such deprived families 
make for the rest of the population, 
particularly in the large cities, makes it a 
national responsibility. 


The law has several different sections 


but the most important are those which 
allot funds for programs and projects in 
the public schools which presumably could 
be made available on a shared time basis 
with private school students, and one 
which allows the setting up of educational 
centers for a variety of cultural and 
educational programs open to all students 
and sometimes adults as well. In the first 
program conceivably public school authori- 
ties could even take the programs to the 
private

Of major importance are the proposals

Programs in operation over se\eral years 
have rather dramatically demonstrated 
that a child who does not understand 
language or that an article (even himself) 
has a name is almost certain to have 
difficulty in learning to read 
Whether 


such programs are worth SI 3 billion of 
the taxpaver's money we can't say. But 
certainly they are serving to try to offer 
our ideal of equal educational opportuni- 
ties from the very beginning.
